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Cemetery  Commissioners'  Report 


The  Cemetery  Commissioners  hereby  submit  their  re- 
port for  the  year  1937. 

A  portion  of  the  addition  to  Oak  Knoll  cemetery  has 
been  laid  out  into  lots,  making  an  addition  of  447  lots  to 
the  area  of  that  cemetery. 

By  the  help  of  the  Federal  Government  water  has  been 
introduced  into  Four  Corners  cemetery,  a  much  needed 
improvement. 

Donations  to  the  "Perpetual  Care"  fund  have  been 
made  covering  nine  additional  lots. 

A  drainage  system  for  Oak  Knoll  cemetery  is  badly 
needed,  there  being  no  outlet  at  present  for  the  water  com- 
ing from  the  surrounding  hills.  A  consequent  expense 
of  about  one  hundred  dollars  to  repair  damage  has  to  be 
made  annually. 

The  extension  of  the  drives  running  from  the  area 
near  the  tomb  to  Converse  Street  and  an  opening  to  that 
street,  with  an  oil  surface,  should  be  made,  as  the  roads 
are  too  narrow  for  modern  vehicles  to  make  the  corners 
where  unnecessary.  To  maintain  forty  acres  at  a  cost 
that  even  approaches  the  sum  used  for  ten,  in  former 
days,  requires  a  careful  attention  to  details  that  make  ex- 
pense without  corresponding  benefit.

Joseph  L.  Marhelewicz,  Inspector  of  Animals ;  Henry  Ruck- 
ley,  Temporary  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  Robert  L. 
McDonald,  Clerk  of  highway  matters. 

The  Board  has  attended  to  the  several  matters  of  high- 
way construction  and  repairs  specifically  voted  at  the  last 
annual  town  meeting. 

The  Board  gravelled  and  oiled  Spring  Street  in  the 
Depot  Village  and  installed  about  150  feet  of  storm  sewer 
in  said  street  out  of  the  general  highway  appropriation. 

Cement  guard  posts  were  installed  along  a  number  of 
roads  in  dangerous  places  out  of  the  general  highway  ap- 
propriation. 

On  the  Thorndike-Three  Rivers  Road,  the  town  was 
promised  $10,000  from  the  State,  $5,000  from  the  County, 
and  appropriated  $5,000  for  the  work.  Later  the  State's 
contribution  was  cut  to  $7,000,  the  County  to  $3,500,  but 
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with  these  funds  and  using  the  $5,000  voted  by  the  town, 
the  road  was  built  by  the  department  and  the  appropria- 
tion was  not  exceeded.  The  Board  would  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  voters  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  contract 
for  Chapter  90  work  where  the  Town  contracted  to  build 
the  road  itself,  where  the  appropriation  was  not  exceeded, 
the  first  instance  in  many  years. 

The  Board  has  arranged  with  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  and  the  County  of  Hampden  for  assistance  in 
the  construction  of  a  new  bridge  on  the  Bondsville  Road 
over  the  Ware  River,  called  Dutton's  Bridge.  The  esti- 
mated cost  is  $60,000,  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
agrees  to  contribute  $30,000  and  the  County  $15,000,  and 
the  Town's  share  will  be  $15,000.  Last  year  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  construction  of  this  bridge  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $50,000,  and  the  Town  made  an  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000  for  its  share.  Early  this  year  the  Board 
was  advised  by  the  Public  Works  Department  that  the 
cost  of  the  bridge  would  be  $90,000  instead  of  $50,000, 
as  first  stated,  and  inquiry  was  made  as  to  whether  the 
town  was  able  to  contribute  its  share  of  $22,500  and  the 
County  $22,500,  and  the  State  $45,000.  After  considera- 
tion of  the  matter  it  was  decided  to  drop  the  project  for 
this  year.  Now  the  arrangements  above  stated  have  been 
made,  and  the  bridge  can  be  built  upon  the  basis  of  a 
contribution  by  the  State  of  $30,000,  by  the  County  of 
$15,000,  and  by  the  Town  of  $15,000.  The  $10,000  appro- 
priated at  the  last  annual  meeting  has  not  been  used. 

The  Board  has  arranged  with  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  and  the  County  of  Hampden  to  complete  the 
Palmer-Bondsville  Road,  from  Shearer's  Corner  to  Four 
Corners,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $40,000,  the  State  to  pay 
$20,000  and  the  County  and  Town  to  each  pay  $10,000. 

The  Board  has  also  arranged  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  County  of  Hampden  to  complete 
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the  Three  Rivers-Thorndike  Road,  at  an  estimated  cost 
$10,000,  the  State  to  pay  $5,000  and  the  County  and  Town 
$2,500  each. 

The  Board  has  also  arranged  for  State  and  County 
assistance  on  the  maintenance  of  Chapter  90  Roads,  so- 
called,  the  estimated  cost  being-  $4,000,  the  State  to  con- 
tribute $2,000  and  the  County  and  Town  $1,000  each. 

The  Main  and  Church  Street  bridges  in  Thorndike 
were  completed  this  year.  These  bridges  were  built  by 
the  State  and  Federal  Government,  and  the  only  cost  to 
the  Town  was  land  damages  plus  1/32  of  the  cost. 

During  the  year  the  town  has  been  fortunate  in  re- 
ceiving Federal  funds  to  carry  on  relief  projects.  The 
Board  has  tried  to  sponsor  projects  that  will  give  employ- 
ment to  the  largest  number  of  the  unemployed  consistent 
with  projects  that  will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
Town. 

Recommendations  for  the  1938  appropriations  are  not 
published  herewith  in  order  to  save  expense,  but  they  have 
been  filed  with  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  co-operation  and  assistance 
given  it  by  all  the  officials  of  the  town  and  others  during 
the  year.

NOTE : — Along  with  and  in  addition  to  the  regular 
annual  inspection,  a  careful  check  has  been  made  of  all 
premises  where  bovine  animals  are  kept,  to  see  that  all 
animals  have  been  Tuberculin  tested  under  State  and  Fed- 
eral supervision.  As  a  result  of  said  check-up,  three  places 
were  found  with  untested  cattle.  These  have  been  reported 
and  will  be  tested  with  the  State  bearing  the  expenses. 

During  the  year,  122  cows  and  2  oxen  were  brought 
into  this  town  from  various  states.  These  have  been 
properly  examined,  identified  and  released.    Anyone  buy- 
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ing  cattle  outside  of  this  state,  must  have  them  released  by 
their  local  Inspector  of  Animals  before  such  cattle  can  be 
added  to  their  herds. 

One  sick  horse  had  to  be  examined  to  determine  whe- 
ther the  disease  contracted  was  contagious  and  communi- 
cable. 

Upon  examination,  one  cow  was  found  to  be  subject  to 
Baugs  Abortion  disease  and  was  duly  quarantined.  Ulti- 
mately said  animal  was  destroyed. 

Only  one  case  of  illegal  entry  of  cattle  into  this  state 
had  to  be  checked. 

At  three  different  times  hogs  had  to  be  examined,  for 
they  were  suspected  as  having  contracted  hog  cholera. 

Eight  visits  were  made  to  examine  dogs  that  had  bit- 
ten persons  and  were  suspected  as  having  rabies.  The  law 
requires  that  every  dog  known  to  have  bitten  a  person 
must  be  quarantined  and  observed  for  symptoms  of  rabies. 
Anyone  who  does  not  comply  with  the  law  by  reporting 
such  dogs,  is  subect  to  court  action.  None  of  the  dogs 
examined  showed  symptoms  of  rabies. 

One  case  of  maltreatment  of  animals  occurred  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  this  was  dealt  with  by  the  proper  authori- 
ties.

During  the  year  1937,  421  cases,  not  including  cases 
against  juvenile  offenders,  were  prosecuted  in  the  District 
Court  of  Eastern  Hampden  against  396  persons  for  offenses 
committed  within  the  Town  of  Palmer.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Palmer  for 
the  period  from  May  31,  1934,  the  date  of  the  previous 
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examination,  to  September  4,  1937,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined, checked,  and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  bookkeeper  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  collect- 
ing money  for  the  town  and  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book, 
while  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasury  war- 
rants approved  by  the  board  of  selectmen  and  with  the 
treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the  town 
were  listed  from  the  town  clerk's  record  of  town  meetings 
and  were  checked  with  the  appropriation  ledger  accounts. 

The  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  departments  in  which  the  the  trans- 
actions originated. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off, 
and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was 
prepared,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
September  4,  1937.  The  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the 
town  is  in  very  good  financial  condition. 

It  was  noted  that  payments  made  on  highway  projects 
carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  State  and  county  have 
frequently  exceeded  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion and  allotments  of  State  and  county  money  received  by 
the  town.  The  amounts  expended  for  such  highway  work 
should  not  exceed  at  any  time  the  total  of  the  appropriation 
made  therefor,  together  with  the  amount  of  the  allotment 
received  by  the  town,  and  when  bills  and  pay-rolls  are  sub- 
mitted in  excess  of  the  amount  available  as  stated,  it  will 
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be  necessary  to  issue  a  temporary  loan  in  anticipation  of 
State  or  county  reimbursements,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  6A,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

An  effort  should  be  made  to  determine  what  amounts, 
if  any,  will  be  received  from  State  or  county  to  apply  on 
over-expenditures  made  for  Forest  Lake  Road,  Palmer- 
Bondsville  Road,  and  Park  Street,  and  then  provision 
should  be  made  by  the  town  for  any  deficits  existing. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  col- 
lecting money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collec- 
tion and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasury  warrants  authorizing  the  treas- 
urer to  disburse  town  funds.  The  addition  of  the  cash 
book  was  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on  September  4, 
1937,  was  proved  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
proved  by  a  comparision  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment 
of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  with- 
drawals being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book  and 
the  bookkeeper's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  were  audited  and 
proved,  and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists  of  town  and 
district  taxes  were  added  and  proved  with  the  assessors' 
warrants.    The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the 
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commitment  lists,  the  payments  to  the  town  and  fire  dis- 
trict treasurers  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the 
treasurer's  cash  books,  the  abatements  were  checked  with 
the  assessors'  record  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  book- 
keeper's ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  obtained 
by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts  as 
listed  are  correct. 

The  collector's  cash  balance  on  September  4,  1937,  was 
proved  by  reconciling  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in 
the  office. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were 
examined.  The  tax  title  register  was  analyzed  and  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  and  the  collector's  accounts  and  with 
the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  board  of  select- 
men were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  granted,  and 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  the  license  commission  were  examined 
and  checked,  and  the  receipts  for  licenses  granted  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts.  The 
surety  bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  individuals  to  whom 
liquor  licenses  have  been  issued  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  record  of  licenses  granted. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  issued, 
the  payments  to  the  state  and  town  treasurers  were  veri- 
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fied,  and  the  cash  on  hand  September  4,  1937,  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 

The  assessors'  computation  of  the  tax  rates  for  the 
period  covered  by  the  audit  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  clerk,  treasurer,  and 
tax  collector  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  record  of  fees  charged,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  cash 
on  hand  October  7,  1937,  was  counted. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  selectmen 
and  of  the  health,  sewer,  public  welfare,  old  age  assistance, 
highway,  and  school  departments  were  examined.  The 
charges  were  added  and  compared  with  the  commitments 
reported  to  the  bookkeeper,  the  recorded  collections  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  and 
disallowances  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  bookkeeper's  ledger. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  board  of  health, 
including  milk  and  oleomargarine  licenses,  were  checked 
with  the  record  of  licenses  granted,  and  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  record  of 
receipts. 

The  accounts  of  the  cemetery  commission  were  ex- 
amined. The  charges  for  sale  of  lots,  care  of  lots  and 
foundations,  etc.,  were  added,  the  recorded  collections  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved.  The  cash 
balance  October  16,  1937,  was  proved  by  a  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
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sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  accounts,  as 
well  as  tables  showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of 
the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  town 
officials  while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on 
behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  apprecia- 
tion.

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Report  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer : 

I  herewith  present  my  twenty-seventh  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  in  Palmer.  This  is  the  forty-fifth 
in  the  series  of  reports  issued  by  the  superintendents  of 
the  Town. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  attendance  statistics  for  the  school  year  of  1936-37 
were  as  follows: — Enrollment,  2,024;  Average  Member- 
ship, 1,883.806;  Average  Attendance,  1,819.226;  Per  Cent 
of  Attendance,  96.57 ;  Tardinesses,  474. 

A  percentage  of  95  is  regarded  as  an  ideal  one.  The 
twenty-six-year  average  has  been  better  than  96.25%. 

HEALTH  WORK 

The  high  degree  of  efficiency  in  health  work  has  been 
maintained  during  the  past  year.  Palmer  is  rated  highly 
for  its  health  work.  Health  is  one  of  the  cardinal  objec- 
tives of  education.  Work  of  this  nature  is  a  distinct  social 
contribution. 

The  annual  physical  examination  this  fall — an  examin- 
ation that  is  thorough,  and  not  merely  perfunctory — dis- 
closed these  defects :— Teeth,  697;  Throat,  203;  Skin,  100; 
Glands,  2;  Nutrition,  3;  Heart,  30;  Anemic,  5.  As  usual, 
teeth,  throat,  and  skin  defects  are  numerous;  others,  few. 
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Diphtheria  immunization  was  administered  to  one 
hundred  forty-six  (146)  public  school  children;  twenty- 
seven  (27)  parochial  school  children ;  and  twenty-two  (22) 
pre-school  children.  During  the  past  ten  years,  more  than 
three  thousand  pupils  have  been  immunized.  To-day,  prac- 
tically ninety  per  cent  of  our  pupils,  both  in  high  school 
and  grades,  are  immunized.  The  disease  has  been,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  eliminated. 

Twice  a  year,  pupils  in  the  grades  are  weighed  and 
measured.  Last  fall,  eleven  hundred  and  nintey-five 
(1,195)  pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  and  the  num- 
ber of  underweights  were  as  follows: — 7%,  eighty-one 
(81);  10%,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  (135);  15%,  sixty- 
seven  (67). 

Eyes  and  ears  are  now  being  tested. 

Tubercular  clinics  are  held.  The  Von  Pirquet — the 
skin  test — is  given,  and,  where  necessary,  the  X-Ray. 

Twelve  (12)  of  our  children,  pre-tubercularly  inclined 
or  contacts,  spent  a  total  of  three  hundred  thirty  (330) 
days  this  summer  at  Camp  Frederic  Edwards,  the  pre- 
ventorium of  the  Hampden  County  Tuberculosis  and 
Public  Health  Association,  at  no  personal  expense,  where 
they  gained,  on  an  average,  three  and  one-half  (3^) 
pounds. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Palmer  Rotary  Club, 
tonsils  and  adenoids  were  removed  from  twenty-four  (24) 
children;  through  that  of  the  Palmer  Teachers'  Associa- 
tion, twenty-six  (26)  children  were  given  dental  care.  Both 
organizations  have  financed  this  work  for  the  past  few 
years  and  are  deserving  of  public  appreciation. 

PROMOTIONS 

The  promotion  statistics  in  the  grades  for  the  last 
school  year  were  as  follows: — Number  of  Pupils,  1,120; 
Promoted  Unconditionally,  878 — Per  cent,  78".29 ;  Promoted 
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Conditionally,  162 — Per  cent,  14.46;  Not  Promoted,  80 — 
Per  cent,  7.14. 

SCHOOL  SAVINGS 

The  report  of  school  savings  for  the  last  school  year, 
September,  1936,  to  July,  1937,  is  as  follows: — Number  of 
Collections,  214;  Number  of  Deposits,  11,245;  Amount  of 
Deposits,  $3,  637.  32. 

The  combined  School  Savings  from  date  of  inception, 
November  1,  1921,  to  July  1,  1937,  are :— Number  of  De- 
posits, 327,704;  Amount  of  Deposits,  $90,890.88. 


COST  COMPARISON 

The  figures  below  are  taken  from  a  bulletin  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  entitled  "Statistics  of  the  Public 
Schools  for  the  Year  1936".  In  this  bulletin,  the  three 
hundred  fifty-five  (355)  towns  and  cities  are  divided  into 
four  (4)  groups,  as  follows : — Group  I,  Cities  (There  are 
39.)  ;  Group  II,  Towns  of  5,000  Population  or  over — Palmer 
is  a  member  of  this  group  (There  are  83.)  ;  Group  III, 
Towns  of  less  than  5,000  Population  and  Maintaining  High 
Schools  (There  are  110);  Group  IV,  Towns  of  less  than 
5,000  Population  and  Not  Maintaining  High  Schools 
(There  are  123.).

Palmer,  which  is  in  Group  II,  compared  with  average 
of  each  group  and  the  State,  reveals  these  relative  frac- 
tional relationships  : — Population — slightly  less  than  State's 
average;  Valuation  —  about  four-ninths  (4/9)  of  State's 
average ;  School  Enrollment  —  slightly  less  than  State's 
average;  Valuation  Per  Pupil — about  five  elevenths  (5/11) 
of  State's  average ;  Average  Expenditure  from  Local  Tax- 
ation per  $1,000  Valuation — more  than  one-half  (J/2)  more 
than  State's  Average ;  Average  Expenditure  per  Pupil  from 
Local  Taxation — $21.48  less  than  State's  Average;  Aver- 
age State  Re-imbursement — more  than  State's  Average  by 
$4.64;  Average  Expenditure  per  Pupil  from  all  Sources — 
$17.62  less  than  State's  Average. 

The  only  expenditure  above  the  State's  average  is  in 
Expenditure  per  $1,000  Valuation,  due  to  Palmer's  valua- 
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tion  being  less  than  the  average  throughout  the  State.  The 
smaller  the  valuation,  the  larger  is  the  expenditure  per 
$1,000  thereof,  regardless  of  the  high  or  low  cost  per  pupil 
for  education. 

In  the  cost  per  pupil  in  average  membership  from  all 
sources,  Palmer  stands  lower  than  all  four  groups  and  the 
State. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  compare  Palmer's  rank  in  the 
State  in  per  capita  cost  with  that  of  nearby  towns,  picked 
solely  because  of  propinquity,  without  regard  as  to  their 
rank  being  higher  or  lower.  There  are  thirty-three  (33) 
such  towns,  exclusive  of  Palmer,  ranging  in  population 
from  16,  684  to  137,  with  an  average  of  5,  284.  There  are 
three  hundred  fifty-five  (355)  towns  and  cities  in  the  State  ; 
consequently,  ranks  may  run  from  one  (1)  to  three  hun- 
dred fifty-five  (355). 

The  towns  and  their  respective  rank  in  the  State  are : — 
Greenwich,  11;  Holland,  12;  Enfield,  38;  Brimfield,  59; 
Longmeadow,  65;  Wilbraham,  72;  Wales,  89;  Hampden, 
94;  Hardwick,  119;  Brookfield,  126;  Montague,  128;  West 
Springfield,  130;  East  Longmeadow,  139;  Belchertown, 
153;  Amherst,  155;  West  Brookfield,  162;  Greenfield,  174  ;

The  average  rank  of  these  towns  is  179;  Palmer's  rank 
is  264.  Six  (6)  of  them  —  including  Palmer,  there  are 
fhirty-four  (34)  towns — only  rank  lower. 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  from  all  sources  ranges 
from  Athol,  $68.17,  the  lowest,  to  Greenwich,  $197.06,  the 
highest.  The  cost  in  some  of  the  very  nearby  towns  is: — 
Ware,  89.93;  Monson,  $83.64;  Warren,  $84.21;  Brimfield, 
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$130.81;  Ludlow,  $83.27;  Belchertown,  100.21;  Wilbraham, 
$123.46;  Wales,  $115.95;  Amherst,  $99.89;  North  Brook- 
field,  $86.97;  Brookfield,  $105.29;  West  Brookfield,  $98.37; 
East  Brookfield,  $84.71;  Palmer,  $82.61.

Palmer's  cost  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1936  is  $20.86  less 
than  Group  I ;  $7.59  less  than  Group  II,  her  own  group ; 
$7.39  less  than  that  of  Group  III;  $53.31  less  than  that 
of  Group  IV;  $17.62  less  than  that  of  the  State.

Compare  Palmer's  average  $69.55  —  of  the  average 
costs  for  nineteen  years  with  that  of  each  group  and  the 
State.  It  is  $17.72  less  than  that  of  Group  I;  $9.00  less 
than  that  of  Group  II,  her  own  Group ;  $12.98  less  than 
that  of  Group  III ;  $24.46  less  than  that  of  Group  IV ;  $17.51 
less  than  that  of  the  State. 

On  the  basis  of  relative  rank  for  the  355  towns  and 
cities  in  the  State,  Palmer,  for  22  years,  had  an  average 
rank  of  293. 
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For  the  fiscal  year  of  1936,  on  a  per  capita  cost  for 
support  of  schools  from  all  sources  on  a  net  average  mem- 
bership basis,  we  ranked  264. 

REIMBURSEMENTS 

Our  appropriation  for  1937  was  $164,240;  our  reim- 
bursements were  $26,861.49;  the  net  amount  to  be  raised 
by  taxation  was  $137,318.90.  This  $26,861.49  is  paid  di- 
rectly to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  is  not  expended  by  the 
School  Department. 

CONCLUSION 

The  great  hue  and  cry  during  these  depression  days  is 
cost.  The  cost  of  public  education  has  been  discussed, 
locally  and  in  distant  places,  a  great  deal.  So  much  money 
has  gone  into  relief  that  regular  functions  of  town  and  city 
government — police,  fire,  streets,  schools — have  been  ex- 
pected to  curtail  even  until  it  hurts. 

Locally,  the  cost  of  education  has  never  been  high. 
Even  the  most  ardent  advocates  of  cutting  who  are  at  all 
fair  admit  this.  Their  desire  is  to  lower  tax  rate  and  re- 
lieve real  estate  of  its  burden.  They  are  correct  in  their 
desire  to  relieve  real  estate.  Their  method  is  not  always 
correct.  They  should  tackle  the  problem  at  its  source.  The 
schools  do  not  cost  too  much;  the  method  of  taxation  is 
wrong,  antiquated,  and  archaic. 

Years  ago,  real  estate — land,  buildings,  cattle,  horses, 
etc. — was  the  only  way  for  the  individual  to  invest  his 
money.  It  was  a  tangible  investment,  easily  apparent  and, 
therefore,  easily  taxed,  with  no  possibility  of  escape.  Con- 
sequently, the  tax  on  real  estate  came  into  existence  and 
has,  with  persistency,  continued  to  prevail  as  the  main 
source  of  income  to  support  local  governmental  functions. 

The  day  has  long  been  here  when  a  change  should  be 
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made.  Throw  much  of  the  burden  on  other  taxable 
sources ! 

A  recent  recess  State  legislative  committee  has  just 
suggested  a  sale  tax  of  2  per  cent  to  handle  relief.  From 
this,  Palmer,  I  believe,  would  profit  to  the  extent  of  lower- 
ing its  tax  rate  about  $7.50. 

A  similar  proposal  for  legislation  by  the  Massachusetts 
Superintendents'  Association  would  do  the  same  for  edu- 
cation. This  latter  proposal  strikes  me  personally  as  the 
better,  inasmuch  as  educational  costs  will,  I  hope,  be  more 
even,  year  by  year,  in  their  impact  upon  local  costs.  But, 
which  ever  method  is  adopted — and  one  should  be,  I  feel — 
Palmer  would  profit  greatly. 

In  my  opinion,  every  taxpayers'  organization  and  every 
citizen  should  back  one  or  the  other.  Here  is  where  real 
relief  can  be  secured  if  the  demand  is  sufficiently  great. 

No  educational  theories  have  been  advanced.  This 
report,  similar  to  those  of  the  past  few  years,  has  dealt  with 
cost.  Some  of  the  material  is  repetitive,  and  should  be, 
until  a  full  and  complete  registration  has  been  accom- 
plished. 

The  kindly  attitude  and  thoughtful  appreciation  of  the 
public  is  deeply  sensed  and  highly  valued.  Your  financial 
support  is  greatly  appreciated.  You  want  good  schools. 
We  try  our  best  to  give  them.  May  your  support  never 
fail  us  and  may  we  always  measure  up  to  expectations!

(a)  Oil  and  otherwise  improve  Baptist  Hill  Road;  (b) 
Resurface  and  oil  the  Ware-West  Warren  Road;  (c)  Re- 
surface Main  Street,  in  the  Depot  Village,  between  Cen- 
tral and  Thorndike  Streets,  and  remove  the  rails  there- 
from; (d)  Improve  Main  Street,  Thorndike,  between  the 
new  bridge  and  Church  Street;  (e)  Harden  or  otherwise 
improve  Smith  Road,  so-called,  near  Lake  Thompson, 
from  a  point  opposite  the  driveway  leading  to  the  house  of 
Christen  Christensen  to  the  driveway  opposite  the  home 
of  Mrs.  Alice  Swanson. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Section  48  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws 
placing  the  regular  or  permanent  members  of  the  police 
force  under  civil  service. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  fix  the 
term  of  office  of  its  selectmen  at  three  years,  and  at  the 
next  annual  meeting  elect  one  selectman  for  the  term  of 
one  year;  one  selectman  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
one  selectman  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  thereafter  elect  one  selectman  for  the  term 
of  three  years.

(f)  1  light  on  Foster  Street,  Depot  Village,  near  the  Epis- 
copal Church;  (g)  1  light  on  Thorndike  Street,  Depot 
Village,  between  St.  Thomas'  Church  and  property  of 
George  A.  Moore. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair 
the  Summer  Street  Bridge  in  Thorndike  over  the  Massa- 
chusetts Central  Railroad  Company's  property,  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  therefor  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  Legion  Field  and  the  Eager  Play- 
ground in  the  Depot  Village,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct 
an  improved  way  in  Brown  Street,  in  the  Depot  Village, 
provided  the  same  shall  be  accepted  and  allowed  by  the 
town  under  Article  51  of  this  warrant,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.

conveyed  by  the  owners  thereof  to  the  town,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
said  lands  and  paying  compensation  therefor  to  the  owners 
thereof. 

Article  63.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $10,000  to  complete  the  improvement 
of  the  Palmer-Bondsville  Road,  from  Shearer's  Corner  to 
Four  Corners,  said  amount  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County, 
or  both,  for  this  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by 
posting  up  attested  copies  thereof  in  some  one  public 
place  in  each  of  the  four  villages  of  the  town,  known  as 
the  Depot  Village,  Thorndike,  Three  Rivers  and  Bonds- 
ville,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  holding  of  said  meet- 
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ing  and  by  publishing  an  attested  copy  thereof  in  at  least 
two  issues  of  the  Journal-Register,  a  newspaper  published 
in  said  Palmer,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than 
seven  days  before  the  holding  of  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant, 
with  your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  or  before 
the  holding  of  said  meeting.
